home.  To  give  us  practical  problems  to  deal  with,  we  will 
try  to  help  Joe  and  Liz  Brotherton  find  a  new  home.  They 
now  live  in  an  inadequate  top-floor  three-room  flat  in 
North  Beach,  and  need  more  room  and  a  better  place  to  raise 
their  18  month  old  daughter. 

In  order  to  help  them  solve  their  problems, we  have  invited 
a  panel  of  experts  to  be  with  us.  They  are:  Sydney 
Williams,  member  of  the  Department  of  City  and  Regional 
Planning  of  the  University  of  California;  William  Stephen 
Allen  of  the  architectual  firm  of  Anshen  and  Allenj  Robert 
Royston,  landscape  architect  of  the  firm  of  Eckbo,  Royston 
and  Williams;  and  Maurice  Sands,  interior  designer.
